2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance for claims 1-15 and 
17: 

The prior art teaches improving recognition accuracy without supervision but does not 
teach the claimed combination requiring original speech signal because the prior art 
suggests that it is a waste of resource to save original data. 

3. Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
